Australian troeps advanced 
their 


line astride the Somme slightly on a 
front of 3000 yards, says the official 
report from Field Marshal llaig. 


Several prisoners were taken. 
The German artillery displayed ac- 


tivity in the Somine region during the 
night. It was similarly active north 
of Albert, in the vicinity of Beaumout- 
Hamel, and on the Flanders front iu 
the neighborhood of Bethuue. 


In the course of the night Austra- 


lian troops attacked and carried their 
line forward to a depth of 600 yards. 
The operation moved the defenses on 
the river ahead to correspond with the 
push made by the Australians and 
Americans in the July 4 attack just 
south of the river.

Following the items of the census of 1910, the United States department of 


agriculture lias estimated the gross value of the wealth produced on farms in 
1917 to be $19,444,000,000. This is divided Into a total of $13,011,000,000 for all 
crops and $3,833,000,000 for animal products and animals sold off. farms ajitl 
slaughtered on farms. Such totals as these, even though they represent gross 
values, would have been regarded as fabulous before 1916. 


The census total of wealth production on farms is ?2,000,000,000 for 1889, 


54,700,000,000 for 1899, and ?8,GOO,000,000 for 1909, and'the estimate for 1915 is 
$10,800,000,000. These numbers, being dollars «nd not quantities of product, 
are the resultant of two factors, production and price, and hence, as gauges of 
the productiveness of the agricultural industry, may be above or below the fact. 


In the ordinary course of events, many years must have elapsed before the 


products of farms would reach the stupendous aggregate gross value of 1917. 
The average increase per year from 1889 to 1899 was $220,000,000; from 1899 
to 1909, $384,000,000; from 1909 to 1915, $370,000,000, and from 1899 to 1915, 10 
years, $379,000,000. 
At the average annual rate of increase for the 1C years, 


not until 1938 would the gross value of 1917 be reached, computed as an in- 
crease over 1913. 
Mainly due to increase of price since 1915, the calendar has 


been anticipated by 21 years. 


In the continuous annual record, extending back 21 years, 1911 is the only 


I year with a decline in total gross value of farm products when compared with 


i the preceding year, and that year was one with low production. A year that 


hardly exceeded the preceding one was 1914, when .the price cf cotton was 


I demoralized by the war. By the end of 1913 the prices of most farm products 


were still nearly on the plane of 1914, with crop production 7 per cent above; 
and the total gross value of farm production was $10,773,000,000, a gain Ot 
nearly a billion dollars over either 1913 or 1914. 


Then followed a rapid ascent of prices of farm products, and the weighted 


index for the prices of principal crops in December, 1910, was 50 per cent above 
1915, so that, although the crop production was 14 per cent less, the total gross 
value of farm production was $13,400,000,000, or 25 per cent above 1915, itself 
the topmost year at that time. 


The performance of 1910 in farm wealth production, unprecedentedly large 


though it was, was a puny precursor of 1917. 
Th» price index number of the 


principal crops of this year is 35 per cent above 1910 and 111 per cent above 
1915, and complicated with this enormous factor is a crop production that is 12 
per cent above 1916. 
Hence it is that the grand aggregate of $13,011,000,000 is 


reached as the gross value o* the farm crop production of 1917, and of $19,- 
444,000,000 as the total of all production. 


Caution is given by the department cf agriculture against accepting this 


total of $10,444,000,000 as the amount of the farmers' cash income, and also 
against regarding it as a net income. There are duplication and triplication of 
value and also omitted items; cost of production must be considered, and cer- 
tainly for 1910 and 1917 a soaring cost has complicated the problem. It is a 
gross income in a vague, undefinable, intangible sense, which cannot be reduced 
' to a net income, nor net wealth production, by any process.

now used in dental surgery. He had a 
varied career. His ambition was to be- 
como a soldier, and he was appointed 
to the AVest Point Military academy, 
but resigned because of ill health. In 
1S35 he graduated in dental surgery 
and settled in Washington, where he 
practiced for 55 5'oars. 
While Doctor 


Maynard was experimenting with im- 
proved fillings for teeth, and inventing 
new appliances, Doctor William T. G. 
Morton, a Boston dentist, robbed sur- 
gery of much of its horrors by intro- 
ducing the use of ether in operations. 
This was in 1S44, a few years after 
the first dental college in America was 
founded in Baltimore. 
Doctor May- 


nard was also the Inventor of the 
breech-loading Maynard rifle patented 
in 1S51, which was the forerunner of 
the modern rifle, lie died in Washing- 
ton in 1S91.

Down to Supply the Many 


Needs of Warring Nations

Even in 


England, which has been, protected by, 
its fleet from invasion, the ax of the 
woodman Is making great changes in 
the appearance of the landscape. Ke« 
ports say that the beautiful wood- 
lands, forests and groves that have 
for centuries 
formed part 
of 
the 


charm of rural England are disappear- 
ing.

It is expected that by the middle of 


this summer the British government 
will be converting trees into lumber 
at the rate of 6,000,000 tons per an- 
num. 
The old, careful methods of Eu- 


rope, by which trees which had passed 
their prime were selected and indi- 
vidually chopped down, leaving the 
forest undisturbed, are being replaced 
by a style of lumbering more familiar 
here, says the Rochester Times-Union. 
Canadian lumberjacks are 
swinging 


their axes in the New Forest and 
many other historic tracts, cutting a 
wide swath in much the same fashion 
as in the woods of British Columbia 
or northern Ontario. 


Over in France, American forestry 


regiments are making a similar sweep- 
through the woodlands. In Great Brit- 
ain replanting has followed the lum- 
berman, but it will take a century 
fully to cover the scars. In France 
there has been no chance to pay at- 
tention to anything but getting what 
was needed for the war. 


With European forests thus laid low 


we should be the more careful to see 
that our own great resources are not 
recklessly wasted, and should follow 
the example of the older countries in 
making even private owners guard for* 
ests against fire loss.

Harrisburg, .Inly 6.—Numerous com- 


plaints have been received by Stute High- 
way Commissioner O'Neil 
regarding 


speeding and reckless driving on the pub- 
lic highways of Pennsylvania by auto- 
raobilista and motorcyclists. A great many 
accidents have been reported to the De- 
partment, caused by wreckless driving. 
In numbers of instances, police authori- 
ties were unable to secure the license nnm- 
her of offenders, on account of the license 
plate being disfigured or covered with 
grease. Owners of motorcycles, in many 
cases, it has been reported, have been 
bending their license plates in such a way 
that only a part of the Dumber could be 
read. Commissioner O'Neil declares that 
the public, particularly women and chil- 
dren, must be safeguarded and protected 
from speed fiends and requests police 
authorities in the various localities to see 
that all motor vehicle license number 
plates are in the proper place and kept 
in such condition that the number can 
be easily ascertained; also; that operators 
of motorcycles keep their number plates 
straight, eo that the number may be leg- 
ible at all Units. Commissioner O'Neil 
also directs the attention of all motor 
vehicle owners and operators to Section 
Seven, of the Automobile Law, relating 
to number tags, which states that, "they 
shall be kept free front oil, grease, dirt, 
or other substances likely to impair theii 
legibility," also, that motorcycles must 
display a license plate "to be so fastened 
aa to be entirely unobscured, and to be 
kept reasonably clean."

Captain Fuller stood like Stone- 
wall Jackson, superintending the shelter 
for his men, meanwhile ordering them 
to hold back the Huns. The Germans 
were held, and soon, baffled, were driven 
back. But one of their shells struck the 
captain, and he fell. Comrades ran to 
him. He was dead.

Regulating the speed, operation and use 


of motor vehicles m the Borough of 
McShei rystown. 
Section 1. Be it enacted and ordained 


by the corporate authorities of the Bor- 
ough of McSherrystown, and it is here- 
by enacted and ordained by the authori- 
ty of the same. That from and, after the 
passage of this act it shall be unlawful 
for any person to operate a motor vehicle 
on the public highways of the Borough 
of McSherryatowii recklessly, or at a rate 
of speed greater than is reasonable and 
proper, having regard to the width, traf- 
fic and the use of the highway, or so as 
not to endanger property, or the life or 
limb of any person; and no person, shal 
drive a motor vehicle at a rate of speec 
greaterthan a mile in foar minutes. 


Section 2. Every motor vehicle nhal 


be provided when in use with good anc 
sufficient brakes, and -\\ith a horn, bel 
or other signal device, and all motor ve- 
hicles shall, from one hour after sunset 
until one hour before sunrise, have at 
least two (2) white lights, visible at least 
two hundred (200) feet in the direction 
in which the motor vehicle is proceed- 
ing, and likewise shall display one (1) 
red light plainly vip',ble and attached to 
the rear of the vehicle, provided that 
motor vehicle need display only one (1) 
white light visible in the direction in 
which they are proceeding. 


Section 3. No person while intoxicat- 


ed shall operate a motor vehiile, and no 
person shall operate a, moto; vehicle who 
is not lawfully in possession and entitled 
to do the same. 


Section 4. All persons violating this 


oidinance shall be subject to a fine of not 
!ess than Five Dollars (S5.00) or more 
than Twenty-five (§25.00), to be recover- 
ed before the burgess or any justice of 
.he peace of said borough, as like fines 
ire by law recoverable, or in case of non- 
payment of the fine shall undergo im- 
prisonment in the borough lock-up for a 
period not exceeding forty-eight (48) 
hours.

ren J. Miller was received laet week by 
hie parent*, Mr. and Mrs. Geo. A. Miller, 
of Hanover street. 


Somewhere in France, May 30, 1918. 


Dear Mother and all:— 


I guess you are wondering where 1 


am and it dead or alive. 1 am etill kick- 
ing and the German did not get me yet, 
although they tried very hard on the way 
over. The boat we came over on was 
what I would call a "floating hotel." It 
sure was fine'and I enjoyed the trip very 
very much. We sent two German sub- 
marines to the bottom on the way over 
here. They were laying for us but we 
got them firt4. The captain of the ship 
got very high honors fiom the King of 
England for the good work he has done. 
I could write enough to fill a book telling 
of some of the experiences but I don't 
have the time, I will wait until I come 
home. I am enjoying the best of health 
and feeling fine as I have nothing to kick 
bout, only I don't like this country. 
Everything is way behind the times. The 
cenery here is beautiful and the land is 
11 cultivated. 
To look over the country 


>ne wouldn't think there was a war going 
on, but believe me, there is, and you 
hould. If you will notice by the date 
his is Memorial Day, but it sounds more 
ike the Fourth of July. We have lots of 
xcitement every night, the German

I Topping bombs and when that happens 
t is time to hunt a hole, as they are very 
hard to dodge. We came thru part of 


ngland and it is a very nice country ,but 
s away behind the times i'.esame as this 
>lace. I had the pleasure of sleeping in 
a large castle, one that Julius Ceaser start- 
ed to build and I tell you it was interest- 
ng. I will tell you everything when I 
get back, that is, if Fritz don't get me. 
I have a great time trying to talk French, 
t is some job. I haye a book here and 
f I want to ask for something I must al 
ways look for the words in the book and 
then try to spit them out and make my- 
self underptood. The French people are 
very nice to the American soldiers. The 
only thing the soldiers kick about is the 
eats, and we only get about half as much 
as we did in the States, as they are a bun 
gry mob all the time. When you write 
tell me all the news and address my mail 
like this: Lieut. W. J. Miller, Co. E, 59th 
Inf., 3rd Batt., American E F., and don't 
forget to write once in a while. I sup- 
pose by the tim« you get this we will be 
in the front line trenches 
We are train- 


ing very hard juat now and I am acting 
as captain and have some job with 250 
men. 
Gen. Perahing inspected the com- 


pany the other day and J was shaking in 
my shoes, but when be said everything 
was all right and in good condition, I felt 
a lot better. I must stop now and go to 
bed as we get up very early and I miss 
my sleep. It don't get dark here until 10 
o'clock and seems awful funny to go to 
bed before dark. Hello to all, and I hope 
to go "over the topV with the best of 
luck. Love to all.
